Had the Department advised us that our bullion would be locked up for a period of two 
weeks, it would have given us an opportunity to have made other arrangements, since our 
business with the Govt. is done for a very small margin of profit, which in this instance is 
converted into an onerous lop. We would therefore thank you to do the best that can be done.
